Both the melody and lyrics 
were written by James Pier 
pont, who was the son of a 
minister and who ran away to 
sea at the age of 14. 

Pierpont wrote the song in 
the late 1850's, He 
was then living in the Boston 
suburb of Medford where, at 


the time, the only piano in the 
entire village was located in 
the parlor of Simpson's Tav- 
ern, It was there Pierpont 
picked out the “Jingle, Bells” 
melody.

Between 1953 and 1963, for 
example, the hourly earnings of 
manufacturing workers in- 
creased 46,7% in right-to-work 
states, but only 41,5% in com- 
pulsory unionism states.. The 
average weekly earnings of pro- 
duction workers in the past ten 
years rose 46,8% in right- 
to-work states and 42,8% in 
those states which permit com- 
pulsory unionism, In fact, 
six of the 15 states with the 
highest average weekly earn- 
ings for production workers are 
right-to-work states. 

Does employment lag in 
those states which allow volun- 
tary unionism, as those who 
seek to repeal 14(b) insist, Ac- 
cording to the Labor De- 
partment, the rise innew manu- 
facturing jobs in right-to-work 
states rose 12,8% during the 
1953-1963 decade, But new 
manufacturing jobs declined 
7.6% in non-right-to-work 
states, The number of produc- 
tion workers in that period rose 
3.9% in right-to-work states 
but fell 14,1% in compulsory 
unionism states,

General Fund Has 
$4 Million Balance 


The largest balance of state 
funds in the history of Alabama 
was announced by Governor 
George C, Wallace as the state 
begins a new fiscal year, 

‘fA balance of more than $4 
million remained in the general 
fund when we closed last year’s 
books September 30, and a ba- 
lance of more than $45 million 
is in the special educational 
trust fund, Both are record a- 
mounts,” Governor Wallace 
said, 

The exact amounts are $4, 
075,351.14 in the general fund, 
and $45,349,178.73 in the educa- 
tional trust fund, 

“This is the result of sound 
fiscal policies and honest, ef- 
ficient government, This is what 
I promised the people of Ala- 
bama, and I am happy to give 
this report of the stewardship 
of our administration,’? Go- 
vernor Wallace said, 

The balance in the general 
fund represents an increase of 
more than $3 1/2 million over 
the past three years. The ba- 
lance on October 1, 1962, three 
and one half months before Goy, 
Wallace took office, was about 
$500.000, 

“The surplus of more than 
$45 million in the educational 
trust fund is particularly sig- 
nificant. We can all remember 
the continuous years of pro- 
ration when even the minimum 
budget for schools could not 
be met between 1956 and 1961, 

“Beginning in 1963, the sur- 
plus in this fund has consistent- 
ly grown to the record figures 
we have today,’’ said Governor 
Wallace, 

The governor said he has di- 
rected the finance department 
and his cabinet members to 
continue the economy measures 


LUNKER SEASON 


If you've been yearning for a 
trophy bass to mount om your 
den or office wall, now’s the time 
to start planning a fishing trip 
that has a reasonable chance of 
paying off. 

The winter months present an 
interesting situation. This is a 
period for the big fish, notably 
“ol’ bucketmouth,” to be pre-! 
dominate in the day's catch. 

Meanwhile, their smaller and 
younger cousins have lapsed into 
a winter coma and are no longer 
around to interfere with the of- 
ferings of the serious angler. 

For winter fishing the assist-' 
ance of a guide is almost a 
necessity. Fish congregate in 
fairly small areas that are dif 
ficult to locate, so that an inti- 
mate knowledge of local waters 
is mandatory. 


In the best lakes, usually the 
big man-made impoundments, 
you'll have to fish at extreme 
depths. Often the upper levels 
are around 30 feet, but may vary 
down to 60 and below 

The action is decidédly slow. 
Usually a lead-head jig with 
either pork rind eel or plastic 
worm is recommended. This 
combo is inched along the bot- 
tom at a_ barely perceptible 
crawl, Snagged lures and strikes 
are often difficult to distinguish, 
and the loss of tackle is 
unavoidable. 


If winter fishing sounds like a 
lot of hard, cold work, it is. But 
the resulting trophy mounted 
over the fireplace can be worth 
the effort.

Under the ‘‘oldlaw’’ you 
could get disability bene- 
fits only if you had a dis- 
ability which prevented you 
from doing any substantial 
gainful work, and the dis- 
abling condition was ex- 
pected to last indefinitely, 

But the new law now 
States that the illness or 
injury only must have 
lasted or be expected to last 
12 calendar months or long- 
er, Only people who cannot 
do any substantial gainful 
work can receive benefits. 

However, two important 
disability provisions were 
not changed by the 1965 
amendments, A person can 
receive benefits only if he 
has social security credit 
for at least 5 years of
